tics and economy of our day, but very 
right when arguing in favor of the 
machine. 


AH that the manufacturers had to 


say was simply this: 


That in the automobile industry, 


nnc of the most heavily mcchani/.- 
'^ed in the world, the employment 
per vehicle manufactured was 25 
per cent higher in 1035 than in 1929. 


That while the population was in- 


creasing only 16 per cent typists 
increased 32 per cent and book- 
kcpccrs, accountants and cashiers 
increased 27 per cent—at a time 
when business machines were in- 
creasing most rapidly. 


That while one on a linotype can 


ret five times os much type as by 
hand yet today-there arc five limes 
HS many people in the printing in- 
dustry as in 1890, when type was 
hand-.'et. 
This was all that the manufacturer!, 


nad to say. 


But it squared with what I had road 


and with my own business experience 
in n newspaper and city which, prior 
to the linotype, employed probably 
one person in my line of work, anc 
that today employs twelve.

ity and conformity in the treatment of 
this question, it would be better to dis- 
continue the committee method alto- 
gether.

Operations have been developed for 


complete removal of the larynx. Under 
such circumstances, the patient may 
be supplied with an artificial larynx, 
or taught to speak intelligibly, though 
he has no larynx. 


Tuberculosis of the throat, if noticed 


early, is treated not only as is tubercu- 
losis elsewhere in the body, but also 
with'direct application of ultra-violet 
rays. Special devices have been devel- 
oped-for applying-the rays of the sun 
through mirrors, and also artificial i 
ultra-violet rays, directly to the in- 
fection in the larynx. 


Hoarseness sometimes is caused by 


injuries which damage the nerves that 
control the larynx. Chronic rheumatic 
.conditions, tumors, poisoning by lead 
or arsenic, can damage these nerves, 
and, as well as many other factors, 
cause persistent hoarseness. 
.-Again-it must-be emphasized that 
only competent examination, with the 
throat mirror and other devices de- 
veloped for looking directly at the Vo-

NEW LIFE IN CHRIST 


Text: John 3:1-17 


The story of the coming of Nico- 


dcmus to Jesus by night is one of the 
most dramatic in the New Testament, 
and \\\ the entire record of religious 
experience. H is suggestive and sig- 
nificant as well, for details and im- 
plications in the story are simple. 


Why Nicodemus came 
by night? 


Various explanations have been ot- 
tered, and perhaps the one least 
worthy of acceptance is that which 
reflects upon the courage and sin- 
cerity of (his "Ruler of the Jews." That 
Nicodemus came by night because he 
was in any sense too cowardly or 
fearful to come openly by day, does 
not seem in any way justified by the 
facts. It Nicodemus had been that 
kind of man, manifestly he would not 
have come at all. 


It is probably that he made his visit 


at night because he came as an in- 
quirer and, perhaps, wanted to talk 
with Jesus when He was alone. 


Everything in the 
circumstances 


would lead us to commend Nicodcmus 
for his coming rather than to criticize 
him for his coming by night. 


His ackncwlcdgment of his favor- 


able impressions of Jesus are greatly 
to his credit. He was open-minded. 
He saw certain things that impressed 
him with the quality of Jesus as a 
religious teacher. These things he 
could understand only on the assump- 
tion that God was with him. 


At the same time, he was allied in an 


official way with the religious life of 
his time. He was a devout and sincere 
believer in the teaching of the Jew- 
ish scriptures. He wished to know

It wits in live fall of 1935 that Parker 


discovered in Milwaukee as a ball 
boy by Mercer Beasley, noted tennis 
coach, made his decision in fnvor of 
tennis. 


His career had been hot and cold. At 


1C he won the men's western cham- 
pionship, defeated George Lott and 
big Lcs Stocfen on the way. He was 
hailed as a brilliant youngster, one of 
the foremost .exponents of Beasley's 
tench ings. 


Parker" was called the machine play- 


er with only one fault—luck of a fore- 
band. Not only did he realize it. but 
his opponents did, too, and played to 
his weakness. 


Missed Winter Circuit 


Great credit must be given the 20- 


year-old youngster for getting as far 
as he did without a forehand attack. 
He was beating all the topnotchers at 
16 and 17, and in 1934. the year he 
voted for book larnin', he was ranked 
in fourth place nationally. He was 
practically conceded a place on the 
1935 cup squad. 


But pursuit of knowledge no doubt 


affected Frankie's game. He couldn't 
get into winter net action in the south 
Without leaving school before term 
ended. Consequently, he played his 
first tournament late in June or July, 
and wasn't in the tip-top condition 
necessary to compete on even terms 
with those amateurs who followed the 
winter trail.

King Without a Country, dramatic 
new serial beginning January 14 


in Hope Star 


RACINE, Wis.—An office building 


"without exterior openings or walls" 
is the latest creation of Frank Lloyd 
Wright, generally considered to be the 
greatest living American architect. It 
is now under construction here and 
when completed next summer it will 
house the office personnel of S. C. 
Johnson & Son, Inc., makers of John- 
son's wax. 


In a recent interview Mr. Wright 


said: 
"The trouble with most modern build- 
ings is that they are .not really modern. 
The thought in the building too often 
dones not change from antiquated con- 
ventional ideas. 'Modernity,' so called, 
is achieved as the new look of some- 
thing old rather than the new look of 
something really new\" 


Mr. Right, famous" for his archi- 


tectural creations, has developed a 
completely new form of office build- 
ing—low and streamlined in appear- 
ance, arid to be 'built of brick of n 
soft-red color. Two horizontal bands 
of glass tubing encircle the building- 
one at a 6-foot level; the'other at the 
angle made by the wall and roof. The 
main unit of the building is one vast 
workroom—130 by 210 feet on the 
ground, 20 feet high, and large enough 
to house several hundred employes. 


Illumination is provided throughout 


the building in a manner never at- 
tempted before. Daylight will enter 
the building through the tubular 
shaped glass-bands which encircle the 
building and from skylights over- 
head. Artificial lighting will emanate 
from the same source. In this way 
light, whether daylight or artificial, is 
brought into the building in such a 
manner as to produce shadowless il- 
lumination. 


Offices for department heads and 


junior executives Src located on a 
mezzanine gallery that girdles the 
great workroom, 
while 
the chief 


executives and officers are housed in 
a pent-house structure atop the main 
office. 


All services, such as rest rooms, 


toilets, and lockers, are placed in the 
basement below the hiain workroom, 
where all workers have direct access 
to them. Twin elevators serve the 
mezzanine and executive offices. 


Since the building is to be completely 


air-conditioned both 
summer 
and 


winter none of the glass used in the 
circumferential bands is designed to 
open. Instead the building is equipped 
with two "nostrilsu"—circular shafts 
reaching from basement to 
roof—• 


through which the air-conditioning 
equipment will breathe in its fresh air. 
The building has no exterior openings 
except the chariiberod entrance doors. 


Within the structure Mr. Wright has 


made no attempt to conceal the 
'functional nature of the building ma- 
terials used, and the exterior brick 
appears inside wherever it is natural 
for it to do so, while the predominant 
note in thb interior is a series of 
slender monolithic concrete shafts. 
The columns reverse the customary 
construction by having small bases and 
shallow, wide-spreading tops, giving 
the impression of large golf tecs. The 
building turns its back on the road 
and has its main entrance interior to 
the parking lot, or "car port." Be 
cause there are no corridors and vir- 
tually all the circulation is up and 
down rather than horizontal, there will 
be no dead space in the structure. The 
building will cost over 5250,000. Sched- 
uled to open in the summer of 1937, 
this extraordinary building marks the 
fiftieth anniversary of the Johnson 
was business. 
Commenting on this 


latest creation of his, Frank Lloyd 
Wright says: 


"Everyone interested in building 


uses tlie term 'Modern Architecture.' 
Usually it means something 'stream- 
lined from the outside'—that is to say 
something smoothed flat, all ornament 
omitted, the corners cut out for win- 
dow openings and gas pipe railings put 
on wherever they will ride. 


"This new Johnson building, on the 


contrary, will be a highly developed 
synthesis of 
form 
and 
idea—more 


highly developed than has been pos- 
sible in the past because it is a build- 
ing without windowed walls. It con- 
sists iif a great workroom breathing 
from above through two nostrils; a 
building having dignified character 
and appropriate proportions, so corn-
